Adopting the language of an eminent state.s- 
man, ‘‘It is not that we love party h'ss, but 
country more,” that now upon the threshold of 
the new year and surrounded with new con­ 
ditions we plead the cause of a higher and 
purer patriotism, and «iernand tliat poIitic:il 
parties shall exist by r«'ason of progressive 
principles rather than subsist upon the spoils 
of office. 
T h e ‘‘survival of the tittcst” is the govern­

king and peasant, despot ami .serf, landlord 
uml icnaiit, lender ami borrower, organized 
avarice ami th«'nets'ssilies of the «livided and 
helpless poor.

civil compact 
If old men go to the poor house 
and young men go to prison sc.inet hi ng is 
wrong witii tlie economic sy stem of the gov- 
erniiK'tit. 
And what is the .state to him if his 
labor is denied him and his children 
cry for 
bread? 
“ Talk to the winds and reason wiili d«'.'p;iir 
Hut tell not m isery’s sons tliat lif«* i., fair.” 
Wiiat is the state toth«' fartm*r ’.vno wt'.irily 
drags himself from dawn to d irk to meet the 
stern necessities of th<* mortgage on the f:irm?
